The New Curfew Law. 


BY REV. VARNUM LINCOLN. 


A kind of romantic i:.terest has al- 
ways been attached to the custom of 
our English ancestors, known as the 
ringing of the curfew. It has often 
captured the fancy of the poet and 
adorned the pages of the novelist. 
Who does not remember the first line 
of Gray’s immortal Elegy, — 

“The curfew tolls the knell of paring day.” 


And also the words of Milton, when 
he says, 


“Blue meagre hag or stubborn unlaid ghost 
That breaks his egte chains at curfew time.” 


Our word curfew comes from the two 

French words, cowvre feu, cover the 

y fire. This custom it 1s said, originated 
at the time of William the Conqueror. 
He enacted a law requiring that all-fires 
in the homes of his subjects, should be 
covered at an early hour in the even- 
ing, and the bell of the village church 
ortown, was to be rung announcing 
the time, which was at sunset in sum 
mer, and about eight o’clock in the 
winter. And certain penalties were 
imposed upon those who did not attend 
to the signal. 

If it be a historical fact that William 
the Conqueror did devise such a law it 
certainly shows that he was a sensible 
king, and knew what was for the best 
interests of hispeople. He knew the 
great advantages of early retirement 
to bed and couch. He was wise 
enough to realize that his subjects 
would make better citizens, enjoy more 
vigorous health, be better parents, 
children, neighbors, and on the whole 
more moral and useful in every way, 
if they bad plenty of good, wholesome 
sleep. Nor was he ignorant of the 
fact that if corrupt and riotous dis- 
posed persons, were well housed in 
their beds at an early hour, there 
would be less danger from seditious 
plots or base conspiracies against social 
order and virtue. He reasoned wisely 
that if bad men were at home and 
asleep, their power for evil and mis- 

¥, chief would be essentially diminisLed. 
There might, perhaps, have beén other 
reasons for the enactment of this cur 
few law, but we can conceive of none 
more cogent or strong than those here 
given. And they justify a high esti- 
mate of the character of William I. as 
a wise and farsighted ruler, and add 
new laurels to his already brilliant 
fame. It may seem a small matter to 
some, but we believe, in all serious- 
ness that a king or a ruler of any kind, 
who shall insist that his subjects shall 
be at-home and in their beds at reason- 
able hours, has- inaugurated a- most 
useful reform, which will be wide. 
reaching and salutary in its effects up- 
on national character and social wel- 
fare. 

To what extent this curfew law is at 
the present time enforced in England, 
we have no means of knowing, but it 

BF has probably lost, in a measure, its 
early significance. We are glad how. 
ever to find that there is a prospect of 
the revival of something like it in our 
own country. . The conviction bas been 
growing for the past few years in the 
minds of our best citizens that some 
steps should be taken to prevent the 
youth of our land, especially of large 
towns and cities, from roaming and 
herding in their streets after nightfall. 
And this conviction has in many 
_places assumed- tangible and effective 
shape to such an extent, that laws 
have been passed requiring all chil- 
dren under 16 years, unless accom- 
panied by their parents, or absent with 
their leave, which must be so stated in 
writing, to be in their homes at 9 
o’clock in the evening in the summer, 
and at 8 o’clock in the winter. 

This new curfew law may differ in 
some of its details and may have started 
from different reasons than those 
which existed in the days of our Eng- 
lish ancestors. But the necessity for 
some such a movement in this country 

o cannot be questioned -by those’ who 
know anything of the sad and ffightful 
evils that arise from allowing children 
the uncontrolled liberty of the street 
and suspicious public resorts under the 
cover of night. We say, therefore, 
ring out the curfew; and_ if parents 
are so inconsiderate and thoughtless 
as to turn their children loose among 
alll sorts of dangers, temptations, and 
evil companions, when these children 
should be at home and in bed, then 
should the state, or town, in pure self- 
‘defence, take the matter into their own 
bands in the interests of social order 
and the prevention of crime.

They are seen on every band 
and in almost every neighborhood, and 
the heart of many a father and mother 
has been filled with life-long anguish 
by their own careless parental indul 
geuce in this regard. 


This new curfew law is now in oper-. 


ation in about 400 towns and cities, 
chiefly in our Western and Northern 
states; and agitation on the subject 
is increasing in other parts of our 
country. And wherever it has been 
adapted and faithfully executed the 
most encouraging results have been 
manifest. The city of Lincoln, Neb, 
was one Of the first cities to enact the 
law about two years ago, and now the 
testimony of its citizens is largely in 
favor of the innovation. Its mayor, 
Mr. Graham, says there was a decrease 
of 75 per cent. in the arrest of youths 
during the first month's enforcement 
of the ordinance, and that there hag 
been a decided improvement socially 
and morally. The superintendent of 
the Nebraska Reform School, states 


that there has been a decrease of com: |" 


mitments to his institution. And 
teachers in public schools say that it 
has resulted in a marked improvement 
fh their-pupils. Col, Alexander Hoze- 
land in his address before the 20th 
Century Club of Boston on this sub- 
ject, tells us that in some of the large 
cities of the West, such as St. Joseph, 
Mo., Indianapolis, Quincy, Ill., Kan- 
sas City, and other places, there has 
been, under the curfew, a decrease of 
50 10 80 per cent. in commitments of 
boys and girls to station houses and re- 
form schools; it has broken up truancy 
almost entirely; and has greatly in- 
creased the applicants of boyd and 
girls for books at. the public libranes; 
owners of shops were getting better 
services from their apprentices; and 
many other good results which speak 
volumes for its wholesome work. We 
earnestiy pray and trust that the agi- 
tation of this important subject will be 
continued, until all our cities and 
towns are brought under its, benign in- 
fluence, and the ringing of the curfew 
bells will sound the funeral knell of a 
large share of the evils that menace our 
youth and threaten the peace and wel- 
fare of the social fabric.

But whatever municipal bodies. may 
do, or neglect, in this matter, the duty 
of parents and guardians is plain and 
urgent. They can establish a curfew 

| law in their own homes, and insist that 
their children shall be kept out of the 
street nights, or permission given only 
under the most imperative necessity. 
Yet it is lamentable to see the gross ig- 
norance or perfect indifference often 
exhibited by fathers and mothers in re- 
gard to this question. They do not 
seem to see, or if they see,do not seem 
to care whether their children are-kept 
from the hidden pitfalls of ‘crime to 
which they are exposed under the dark- 
ness of night; or perhaps, they imagine 
that their children are impregnabie to 
the assaults of temptation. Whatever 
the reason, such unlimited induigence 
is hardly wise or safe. A parent should 
know what places and scenes his child 
visits, his associates, and pursuits, or 
he is not faithful to himself orto his 
child.. Andthose boys and girls are 
very scarce whu can be given unre- 
strained liberty of the street after the 
hours of twilight and escape moral 
blight. There possibly may be such, 
but we have never been so fortunate 
astomeetthem. And when the cur- 
:few is rung inall our-homes, there will 
be no need of interference by state or 
town, We say therefore ring the cur- 
few.

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“DR. LONG’S REJECTION, 


Rev. George H. Young of Lawrence Makes 
it the Text for a Sermon Last Sunday. 


“Dr. Long’s rejection by the Cambridge 
Congregational council: a Unitarian es- 
timate,’’ was the subject of Rev. G. H. 
Young’s sermon at the Unitarian church, 
Lawrence, Sunday. He took as his text, 
“Then said they unto him, Say now Shib- 
boleth; and he said, Shibboleth. Then 
they took him and slew him.” 

In part, Mr. Young said: “Finest 
thought-wins- slow _assent...The world is 
not quick to recognize the best.. The ad- 
vanced teacher. runs against ingrained 
prejudice. Fvope oppose his drivin 
new stakes. They prefer the old land- 
marks. What from safe attitude 
is often lazy indifference. The iconoclast 
is often the most wide awake for the 
open court of unfettéred mind. 

The Conge council rejected Dr. 
Long, who had declared that he would 
preach nothing that his own judgement 
did not approve; no obnoxious dogma 
would be voiced by him. Certain script 


ural books and texts had no authority.. 


He indignantly rejected the horrible dog- 
ma of endless misery. : 
All. accounts agree that Dr. Long has 
great ability, is admiarble in character, 
of .wide scholarship, u seer, a poet, of 
deep spiritual fervor. 
T regard it with satisfaction that the 
chairman of the rejecting council saw no 
place for Dr. Long but in the Unitarian 
church. | 
‘But.why was he rejected? Modern 
criticism certainly sides with Him ii his 
view of the Bible; every scholar who is 
not hidebound knows he was right. If 
the Bible is to be saved to future rever- 
ence, it must be freed from claims of 
false schoiarship. It is to be the book 
of books because subjected to keenest 
criticism, Men talk about wanting the 
good old Bible of their parents’ day. 
But in the last 30 years a great flood of 
light has come in giving by the higher 
criticism, a Bible infinitely richer than 
the former day dreamed. Dr. Long was 
born in the church where ecclesiasticism 
has full sway, where the creed is ready- 
made and freedom in thiuking is de- 
nounced. That faith is comfortable — if 
one can accept it, but the world’s pro- 
gress comes not that way. Advance de- 
pends on demanding fact, not hearsay. 
The rejected Dr. Long believes in God 


-—that Power which is pledged to wipe 


out devil and hell. But the council 
hugged the horrid dogma of endless 
misery to their breasts and demanded it 
to be preached.. Do they honestly be- 
lieve it any more than Dr. Long? 

Many liberals comfort themselves in 
believing that the old faiths are out- 
rown. They justify their indifference 
in church support by declaring that 
everybody is on their side. They fancy 
Calvinism is dead. But the old scandals 
on God and human  nature--are — still 
preached; they are believed; they are 
taught by pulpit and Sunday school 
where it is insisted that children are 
born in sin and'.are children of wrath. 
In even an enlightened city like ours, a 
popular preacher in a popular church 
recently insisted that Jesus was a ran- 
som puid to the devil. Yet many liberals 
fancy all the pulpits proclain liberal 
views! Notso. The old views are be- 
lieved. The Cambridge council says so. 
A friend justified his refusal to exchange 
pulpits for a Sunday by saying he and [ 
preached from contradictory stand- 
points. Mine is that of the fatherhood 
of God, the human brotherhood the 
leadership of Jesus, salvation by char- 
acter, human progress forever. 

What. is the standpoint of my friend 
and that of the Cambridge council, com- 
posed of men who se-leved the dogma of 
endless burning of sinners in hell that 
they would not ordaln a man who had 
cut loose from John Calvin ? 

That council shows how far the church 
is from real Christianity. It believes in 
those horrid theologies, which are a dis- 
grace to human intelligence, a scandal 
rs a god, a discrediting of the gospel of 
Christ. To teach that the sweet babe 
in its mother’s arms is born tu gin and is 
a child of wrath is to fly in the face of 
him who taught “their angels do always 
behold the face of the Father;’’ to refuse 
to ordain a man becanse he refuses to 
preach endless misery, is to scandilize 
that gospel which preaches the Father of 
God and the parable of the Prodigal Son. 
To reject such a man as Dr. Long seems 
like crucifying the Christ afresh, for his 
beliefs are those of that Christianity 
which is yet to conquer the church and 
the world and the mind and heart of 
man, and bo help God to be all and in all.

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PUSHING THE SEWER WORK... - 


Laborers Digging on Main, Central, Essex 
and Pearson Streets, 


Considerable progress has been made 
the past week on the construction 6f the 
new sewer. A large force of men is now 
employed and Contractor Eglee is doing 


everything possible in order to push the 
work as rapidly as possible. 

The pipe on Pearson Street where the. 
first shovelful of dirt was removed last 
pobne slg aa ~ and the work of ex. 
cavation is now in progtess on Kase 
waly and Central Streets. " - 

n Main Street between two and th 
hundred feet of trench has been wpened 
between the street car tracks. The 
present gang of men employed there will 
continue the work up Main Street to the 
junction of School Street, where the 
sewer will be turned into the narrow road 
just west.of the street, as far as Salem 
Street, where the excavation on Main 
Street will be stopped. The sewer will 
be built about 400 feet on Salem Street. . 

A start was made _ yestesda; morning 
on Essex Street in front of Smith & 
Manning's store. The trench will be 
dug through_Elm square, a portion of 
Main Street in the centre of the town 
and to Park Street. An under drain for 
the sewer on Main Street is being built 
yet atcha hoa wot , 

e work of la underdrains ‘at 
blow-off bed ‘in - Village’ has carne 
At this pointan inverted ryphon will be 
built. It will be the longest of its kind 
in America and probably in the world 
covering over 5000-feet,-or-nearly.a.mile, 
This will be used ‘to force the sewerage 
to the filter bed to be constructed on the 
hillnear George Mander’s house. The 
blow-off bed is being putin asa matter 
of precaution, 

Up to the present time five carloads of 
sewer Lo have arrived in town, but this 
is scarcely a twentieth part of the supply 
of pipe which will be needed. 

The engineers and contractors roport 
that all is going along well. _ There has 
been some obiection raised because so 
many of the streets have been opened u 
at once, but it is believed that the wor 
can proceed much faster by so doing and 
that there will prove to have been less of 
a blockade in the end than there would 
bays been, had a different plan been pur- 
sued. f 

The contractors so far have been fore 
tunate in regard to making the excava- 
tions, there being few rocks found as yet 
and no serious obstructions in the shape 
of ledges. ‘The sewer will be ten feet 
deep in some places, but will vary in 
depth considerably acccording to the lo- 
cation. 

The manholes on Pearson Street will 
be built and completed in a few days, and 
that will end the work there... The work 
on Main Street will probably continue 
for many weeks.

Celebration in Andover was Enthusiastic, 
Bonfires Numerous, Bells Rung and 
Salutes Fired," 


After one of the hottest days New Eng- 
land. has ever known, young and old 
America in Andover began to celebrate 
enthusiastically at midnight Sunday the

There were glorious victories enough to 
celebrate, even though the news of Sun- 
dey had not been the most re-assuring. 
When the morning newspapers arriv 
however, agncap rte, the destruction of 
Cervera’s fleet at Santiago, there was 
fresh cause for rejoicing and the great 
victory added zest to the celebration. 
Instead of one bonfire in Elm Square 
as has been customary, there were seve 
ral fires kindled in various parts of the 
town. A monster blaze was lighted ‘at 
Abbott Village and the flames were fed 
for a long time by eager crowds of men 
and boys, who brought barrels, boxes, 
fence rails, cordwood and any inflamable 
material they could find. Other bonfires 
were built on Central, Elm and Main 
streets, all of good size and none lacking 
fuel until it was time in the opinion of 
the boys to find sport elsewhere. The 
Elm Street fire consumed several privaté 


“boxes and fence rails, which were dragged 


from somewhere by the enthusiasts in 
charge of the blaze. A dilapidated car- 
riage was rolled on to the~ fire~and~par- 
tially burned. 

There were two fires more serious than 
bon fires in town on the Fourth. The 
alarm was sounded twice.before daylight. 
The department was called about 1.30 
A.M. to the old barn on the Keefe proper- 
ty, beside the railroad tracks near the 

oor farm, where a blaze, evidently of 
incendiary origin, was in progress. The 
structure was burned to the ground. 

A slight fire on the roof of a shed 
owned by John Sullivan of North Main 
Street caused the second alarm. The 
blaze was evidently started by a fire 
cracker. Little damage was done. 

Although an attempt was made to pre- 
vent the firing of crackers or fire-arms en 
Sunday, the stillness of the day was fre- 
quently: disturbed by the explosion of 
crackers and the report of guns in various 
parts of the town. The din did not be- 
gin until midnight, however. , 

At sunrise the usual cannon salute was 
fired in the. Whittier field by a detach- 
ment from Gen. Wm. F. Bartlett Post 99, 
G. A.R. Several smaller salutes were 
fired at the same hour. The bells were 
rung at suprise, noon and suuset, which 
was the only official recognition of Inde- 
pendence Day made by the town. 

A large number of Andover people at- 
tended the celebration in Lawrence, dur- 
ing the day, and there-was a crowd from 
town present to see the balloon ascension 
and parachute jump in the afternoon. 

In the evening there were several pri- 


vate displays of fireworks in. town, some 
of them being elaborate. Everywhere 
Old Glory waved throughout the town 


and the Fourth of 1898 was certainly a 
glorious one. “

FOURTHS LONG AGO. | 


NOISE WAS A FEATURE OF OLD TIME 
CELEBRATIONS. 


It Was a Great Day For the Small Boy, | 
and He Enjoyed It to the Fullest Ex- 
tent—Fun Began Before Daybreak—Pa- | 
rade of Fantastics—Other Attractions. 


Grown up people don’t make so much | 
of the Fourth as they did just after the 
close of the civil war. The fathers and | 
mothers of those days had seen their sons | 
go forth to battle in the pride of their 
youth. Théy had read fn the newspapers 
how bravely they bad fought, and when 
‘the telegraph wires brought the heart- 
‘Trending news that the lads had fallen 
while fighting for their country they-wept 
silently and thanked God that they had 
not died in vain. When-the shattered 
armies dispersed to their northern homes 
and Independence day came round again, | 
they realized that it bad a new significance | 
to them. It was a day upon which to cele- 
brate all the victories of the war, the tri- 
umph of the cause of freedom over slavery 
and the re-establishment of peace. No 
wonder the sight of the tattered flags that 
bad been’ borne across many a bloody field 
of battle fired their hearts with patriotism 
and led them to express their emotion by 
the discharge of cannon on the village 
green, by the ringing of the bells in the 
steeples and by the illumination of their 
homes at night! , 

The Fourth of July was then the great- 
est day of the whole year, and no expense 
was spared tu make it memorable, The 
bands played, the veterans of the war 
marched proudly through the streets and 
the crowds cheered in honor of the occa- 
sion. And what of the boys of those days? 
They were little patriots, every one of 
them. They had. been thrilled by the 
stories of the battles.of Antietam, of Get- 
tysburg and the Wilderness, told at their 
mother’s knee. They had listened with 
bated breath to the orators in the public 
square as they recounted the valorous 
deeds of the soldiers on many a field of 
battle. They had learned of the heroism 
of some of the big boys whom they had 
known at schools, who had run away from 
home to become drummer boys and buglers 
in the army. All these things conspired to 
kindle within the youths’ breasts the 
sacred fire of patriotism and moved them 
to resolve to offer themselves to their coun- 
try as soldiers when they should grow up. 
They formed themselves into companies, 
with captains, drummer boys and color 
bearers, and paraded the streets just like 
the real veterans. Their guns were made 
of wood, but they handled them as care- 
fully and withal as dexterously as the real 
soldiers. ' 

The Fourth of July was the day upon 
which every boy felt that he fad an in- 
alienable right to make all the” noise he 
could. Every firecracker was to him a: 
scream of joy that the veterans had tri- 


bed and t that vi 
sky dropping ‘a. trail of sparks behind ie 


was a shriek of delight that the carnage of 
battle was ended... Thirty years ago no 
boy in town wanted to'lie in bed after the 
church clock had ‘tolled the hour of 1 
o'clock on that morning. Creeping out of 
bed in the darkness, boys dressed hurried- 
ly and eilently made their way to the 
street. The stars were shining brightly 
above their -heads, and the air was a bit | 
chilly. They. were soon joined by groups | 
of other boys, and together proceeded to 
the homes of companions who had failed | 
to put in an appearance, and by throwing | 
stones at their windows or by pulling 
strings that had been fastened to their toes 
awoke them. - 

When the party was complete, they pro- 
ceeded through the deserted streets of the 
town firing guns and setting off bunches 
of snap crackers to arouse the sleepers, 
Several of the boys carried horns which 
they blew to their hearts’ content. A 
number of citizens who did not relish hav- 
ing their morning naps thus rudely dis- 
turbed’ stuck their heads out of their win- 
dows and said uncomplimentary things to | 
them, but they only laughed and fired off 
more cracke®s. ‘I'heir teeth chattered with 
excitement or cold, it is not certain which, 
but they did not mind it-and kep? up the 
merriment. 

With the first peep of day the bells in ev- 
ery steeple began to peel out a sunrise sa- 
lute, while from the hilltop a cannon 
roared out a hoarse accompaniment of ex- 
ploding powder. ‘ j 

By this time tbe city was awake, and | 
the streets were soon filled with people. 
Excursion trains from distant’ points ar- 
rived every few minutes and. added their 
human freight to the bustling crowds. 
Farmers from the surrounding country 
with their families loaded on ox carts and 
farm wagons drove into the public square | 
and became a part of the multitude. -At7 | 
o'clock came the parade of ‘*fantastics’’— 
men anhd- boys dressed in the most gro- | 
tesque costumes imaginable and mounted 
on ancient nags or drawn in-carts that 


At 10 o'clock the civic and military pa- 
rade marched through the streets to the 
iiusic of innumerable bands. There were 
fire companies in red shirts and™biack~het+ 
met hats drawing the hand engines, or 
‘‘machines,’’ as they ‘were called. There 
were companies of Masons and Odd Fel- 
lows in their regalias, platoons of police- 
men in uniform, squads of cavalry with 
sabers clanking at their sides, regiments of 
soldiers with the guns they had carried in 
the field, wagons loaded with girls in 
white, representing all the states of the 
Union, floats upon which were represent- 
ed scenes in the pioneer days of the re- 
public, and carriages containing the city 
officials and distinguished guests. Thou- 
sands of people crowded the sidewalks and 
buildings on. either side of the route of 
parade and added their shouts to the noise 
of exploding gunpowder. When the pro- 
cession reached the park, literary exer- 
cises, consisting of the reading of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, an oration by 
the local congressinan, an original poem | 
by a budding genius and the singing of 
“‘America,’’ were held. 

When it was all over, the military and 
fire companies were fed at the expenso of 
the city in a huge tent that had been erect- 
ed on the common for that purpose, while 
the citizens patronized the booths that bad 
been erected around the park. In New 
England baked beans and browh bread 
were the chief articles of dict on that day. |
